Parlee Asks Secret Hearing for Client — The Meeting 
Adjourns Uatil This Afternoon 


The meeting of the police commis- 
sion, announced for Wednesday after- 
noon at the board room in the police 
station, was held in the city council 
chamber, owing to the large number 
of citizens attending. The meeting 
was called by the commissioners to 
hear evidence from A. W. Coone, sec- 
retary of the Social Service league, 
who had recently made allegations 
and insinuations In the press respect- 
ing the police commissioners and the 
work and efficiency of the police force. 
The council chamber was filled to 
suffocation and many who desired to 
attend were unable to gain admittance. 
The Nearing was not concluded at 6 
o'clock and was adjourned until 2:30 
p.m. Judge Taylor, chairman of the 
police commission, presided, the two 
other commissioners, Magistrate Prim- 
rose and Mayor Clarke, also being 
present, 

Two delegations, one from the So- 
clal Service league and the other from 
the Federated W. C 
before the commission and asked that 
the elty police foree be reorganized 
and that the chief of police be dis- 
missed While making no objection 
to delegations appearing and being 
heard, it was pointed out by both 
Judge Taylor, the chairman, and by 
Magistrate Primrose that the Inten- 
tion of the meeting was to have Mr 
Coone give to the commission what 
evidence he possesseli in support of the 
charges recently made respecting the 
work of the police force, and for this 
purpose Mr. Coone had been subpoe- 
naed, However, it was agreeable to 
hear the delegations if the result 
would be beneficial in clearing up the 
situation. 

Principal McCall of Alberta College 
introduced the delegation speakers, 
these being Mrs. NellieMcClung, for 
the Federated W. C..T. U., and A. L. 
Marks for the Social Service league. 


Delegates Present Case 

Mr. McCall asserted that there had 
been a growing discontent in the city 
for two years past. That things were 
mot what they should be, and he 
claimed that this factor played a large 
part in the late elections. It was felt 
by the six federated W.C.T.U. unions 
and by the Social Service League that 
there should be a closer co-operation 
between their members and the city 
police commission, and -when such a 
wide difference of opinion existed be- 
tween such prominent bodies a eeri- 
oug stuation could be the only result. 
He averred that the police commission, 
while anxious to have a clean and well 
conducted city, were not aware of the 
present state of affairs. He intro- 
duced Mrs. McClung, 

“We do not come here with any 
feeling of personal enmity,” said Mrs. 
McClung. ‘‘We do, however, protest 
against the moral conditions of the| 
city. And we furthermore express 
confidence in A, W. Coone and the 
organization he represents. We ask 
that your honorable commission will | 
tuke steps to reorganize the city police 
force and that the present chief of 
police be removed, No man’s per- 
sonal feelings or his position should 
be taken as overpowering when the 
good name of the city is at stake. I 
um expressing in this what is in the 
heart of every woman in this delega- 
tion and in those who were unable to| 
attend.” 

Magistrate Primrose «asked Mrs. 
MeClung what she meant by reorgan- 
ization and what definite course she 
wanted adopted. 

“Well, reorganize it in any way that 
will make it efficient,” she answered. 

Speaking for the Social Service 
League, A. L, Marks said he wished 
to guard against the commission ob- 
taining a wrong impresyion of the 
delegations and their remarks, He 
said that personally he had the high- 
est regard for the integrity and hon- 
esty of purpose of both Judge Taylor 
and Magistrate Primrose. The mat- 
ter was in no wise personal, Con- 
ditions in the city he asserted were 
not what they should be, but it was 
not intended to suggest ways and 
means of reorganization, If the chief 
of police was not getting results, the 
citizens and the commission had the 
right to hold him responsible, The 
present force, he contended, was not 
doing what it should do to adequately 
safeguard the best interests of the 
city. He read the following resolution: 

“That the general executive of 
the Edmonton Social Service League 
endorse the action of the sub- 
executive in requesting the replac- 
ing of the present chief of police, 
and the reorganization of the whole 

ce, 
tor That in the best interests also of 
all citizens of Edmonton and also of 
the men returning from active ser- | 
vice, in view of the evident need of 
the better enforcement of the Liquor 
act in the city, this meeting of the 
general executive of the Edmonton 
branch of the Alberta Social Ser- 
vice League approves of such action 
as shall ijead to the most stringent’ 
enforcement of the Liquor act with 

a view to the complete suppression 

of illegal liquor selling and the con- 

viedon and punishment of all offen- 
ders under the law.” 

Sergt.-Major Bateson, @ returned 
man, took strong exception to the in- 
clusion of a clause in the resolution 
which asked for special consideration 
of the returned soldiers. He objected 
to a reflection being cast upon the 
character and position of the men 
who had served overseas.

“We appreciate the tribute which 
Mr. Marks has paid us personally,” 
said Judge Taylor, chairman of the 
commission, In addressing the big au- 
dience. “In the three and a half years 
which I have served on this commis- 
sion I have given the best that was in 
me. We have endeavored to police 
this city as efficiently as we knew 
how, and I am fairly well convinced 
that this is one of the best policed and 
cleanest cities in Canada at the pres- 
ent time.

Our action must 
not be construed as covering up wrong 
doing. We demand the most rigid en- 
forcement of the law without fear or 
favor." 

His honor went on to point out how 
nearly impossible it is to absolutely 
enforce the liquor act and prohibit the 
traffic. There were hundreds of pri- 
vate stills all over the country, he 
was informed, there being great num- 
bers of foreign families who manufac- 
ture some form of liquor, the contriv- 
ances for which are almost unlimit- 
ed. Even the radiator of a Ford car 
is said to have been used. Moreover, 
bootlegging was not particularly look- 
ed upon as criminal, and many people 
would never give information about 
the {llicit sale of liquor who would 
promptly report a case of theft to the 
authorities. He promised the delega- 
tions that if the commission could do 
anything to improve conditions, and 
if there was shown to exist a state of 
affairs needing investigation, the com- 
mission would gladly and promptly 
place the issue before the city auth- 
orities, As a commission they had no 
funds for conducting an investigation. 

Magistrate Primrose 

Magistrate Primrose reviewed the 
letters which had appeared anent the 
city’s moral conditions from A. W. 
Coone, and referred to the police com- 
mission’s reply to the same requesting 
that Mr. Coone submit his evidence to 
the commission. He wanted it dis- 
tinctly understood that the commis- 
sion was not there to shield anyone, 
and would support any responsible 
persons who gave them evidence upon 
which to work to set things right. 

“We don’t ask Mr. Coone to come 
here and prove anything,” said the 
magistrate. “But we do want him to 
get to the joint and this we have been 
unable to do.

He felt that a 
public investigation would be damag- 
ing to the work of the commission and 
also to the police force in cleaning up 
affairs, if such a course was deemed 
necessary.

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BRITISH WAR 


WILSON’S PLAN 


Approves Internationaliza- 
tion Theory as Applied to 
German Colonies 


STRONG PROTESTS 


South African, Australian 
and Canadian Represent- 
atives Perturbed 


LONDON, Thursday, Jan, 30,—The 
British Imperial War Council has ac- 
cepted President Wilson's theory of 
internationalization as applied to the 
captured German colonies, notwith- 
standing energetic protest from the 
representatives of the Dominions, says 
the Daily Mail's Paris correspondent. 

“These protests,” says the corre- 
spondent, “have been of the gravest 
character. The South African repre- 
sentatives believe acceptance will give 
the greatest encouragement to the 
rebel forces in South Africa which 
they have ever received during Brit- 
ish administration. The Australian 
delegates fear that Australian public 
opinion will regard it as extremely 
unsatisfactory and inexplicable. The 
Dominion representatives generally, 
though very reticent, are greatly per- 
turbed.” 

Supreme Council Meets 


PARIS, Jan. 29.—The supreme 
council met at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing with a full attendance and dis- 
cussed the question of the German 
colonies, and the Instructions to be 
given to the committee to be sent to 
Poland. 

“The conference concluded at noon, 
January 29, and the draft scheme 
agreed upon will be submitted to the 
international committee on labor reg- 
ulations, which was appointed on Sat- 
urday last at the conference.”

Aircraft Equipment Canada 


Used for Training Bought by 
Roy U. Conger of New York 


| Price Paid Is Believed to Be in Neighborhood of the Original Cost, 


$10,000,000—Will Use Equipment for Immediate Develop- 
ment of Airplane Commercial Routes in Canada - 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—This morn- 
ing's New York Sun says: 

“Roy U. Conger, a nephew of Edwin 
H. Conger, U. 8. minister to China at 
the time of the Boxer rebellion, gave 


his certified cheque to Sir Joseph 
Flavelle, representing the British 
ministry of munitions, of the Impe- 


rial Aireraft board, and thereby  be- 
came the owner of the entire aircraft 
equipment, costing more than $10,- 
000,000, which was provided by Great 
Bratain and used by Canada in train- 
ing Canadian air fighters. 

“The transaction was closed yester- 
day at Toronto, and the job of assem- 
bling $40 airplanes, 700 airplane en- 
gines, millions of spare parts, thou- 
sands of spare propeller wings, cam- 
eras and other equipment was at once 
begun under the direction of F. G. 
Erickson of Toronto, Mr, Conger's 
Canadian representative. 

“The while equipment will be mov- 
ed from the Royal flying corps train- 
ing fields at Armour Heights, Rath- 
burn, Mohawk and Borden to the 
field at Leasie, the use of which, rent 


free, has been granted to Mr. Conger 
for a period of six months by the Do- 
minion government, 

“The price pala was not divulged at 
the request of the British government, 
but it was only a fraction of the orig- 
inal cost of the equipment. 

“Mr. Conger's plans for the use and 
disposal of the stupendous equipment 
are merely in the making but the great- 
est feature of them is the immediate 
development of airplane commercial 
routes in Canada.

ish responsibilities in other parts of 
the world. 

“What we have been asked to do,” 
the paper says, ‘will not involve the 
prolonged retention in the army of 


more than one man in four of those 
serving at the beginning of November 
Enormous quantities of war material 
are being salvaged and men at home 
are still required for garrison duty, 
coast defence and the maintenance of 
internal order, In Palestine, Mesopo- 
tamia, Turkey, ete., we have serious 
commitments, and there are garrisons 
to be maintained at Gibraltar and 
Malta and in the crown colonies, In 
the circumstances, demobilization can- 
not be carried through thoughtlessly 
or in a wholesale manner.”

Edmonton School Trustees 


Decide to Raise Salaries of 
Grade Teachers 20 Per Cent 


About $37,000—Question of Salaries for 


Public School Principals, High School Teachers or Principals,

After a four hour session on Wed- 
nesday night of the Edmonton public 
school board it was decided to ralse 
the grade teachers’ salaries by what 
is practically a 20 per cent increase all 
round The question of salaries for 
public school principals, high school 
teachers or principals and technical 
school teachers was left to an adjourn- 


ed meeting to be held next Monday 
night. 
Delegations were present from the 


public and high schools and watched 
the progress of the division, but 
not add much to the arguments that 
they had already presented at the last 
meeing. The aggregate amount of the 
increases granted at the Wednesday 
night session will be in the nelighbor- 
hood of $37,000, taken on a basis of 
last year's staff. 

There were several divisions on the 
vote before Jos. J. Duggan't resolu- 
tion was finally carried This allows 
for a fuller schedule for grade teach- 
ers and extends the time of Increase 
to seven years, It establishes the prin- 
ciple of recognizing the educational at- 
tainments of the first-class teacher

steps it pleases for another year along 
this line, 
The Schedule 

The schedule as worked out on this 
basis over the five years for the first 
class teachers will be $850, $900, $975, 
$1,050, $1,125, $1,200, $1,300; for the 
second class, $800, $850, $925, 1,0000, 


$1,076, $1,150 $1,225;; the present 
schedule, extending over only = six 
years, has been starting with a mini- 


mum of 750, going to $800, $875, $950, 
$1,025, $1,100 . 

The original motion as put to the 
board by Trustee Bishop was for a 
straight 20 per cent increase over the 
present schedule, to affect all public 
school grade teachers (since It had 
been agreed to deal with this class of 


teachers first) To this an amend- 
ment was put by Trustee Wm.

should be $25 Practically the only 
difference between his amendment

In speaking of the necessity for a 
further provision for the living ex- 
penses for the grade teachers, their 
representatives said that the average 
cost to each teacher for room and 
board and laundry was $50 a month, 
or $600 a year This left her with 
$200 for dress, magazines, church 
dues, Red Cross, etc. She further cit- 
ed the case of one teacher who had 
gone out recently to find a room and 
had not been able to find one under 
$27.50 a month, and that did not tn- 
clude any of her meals

to tide over the demand temporarily 
by giving the teachers the same salary 
during the months of July and August 
as they were getting under'the ex- 
isting schedule, This would give them

_BIG STRIKE IN 
BELFAST SHOWS 
NO IMPROVEMENT 


| Procession of Twenty Thousand 
Strikers Parade Streets on 
Tuesday 


Belfast, Jan. 28—There is no sign 
of improvement in the strike here. A 
procession of 20,000 strikers paraded 
through the streets this afternoon 
| witn bands and banners, and speeches 
|} were delivered at several platofrms 
|} outside the town hall, but were swept 
aside. Otherwise there was no dis- 
|} order anywhere in Belfast during the 
day. 
| An agreement to supply electric 
lights to the general post office and 
|for telegraph and telephone stations 
| has been reached between the author- 
ities and the strikers, but the latter 
threaten to cut off the current if there 
is any attempt to supply ordinary 
consumers. The city is in darkness 
again tonight, and there are no street 
ears. A proclamation was issued to- 
day by the lord mayor calling upon 
employees of the Belfast corporation 
to resume work, it being pointed out 
that their absence from work is caus- 
ing widespread distress among the 
people, as well as suffering to patients 
in the hospitals. The lord mayor de-

Making the Soldier 
A Civilian 


E 


ARLY in the war, the Government realised that the returned soldier 
would need one of three things. 


(1) If he was ill, he would want to be made well. 


(2) If he was so disabled by service that he could not follow his old 
accupation he would want an opportunity to recover his power to “ make 


good” as a civilian. 


(3) If he was fit, he would want to be put into touch with employment 


opportunities: 


Re-Establishment was organized. 


The Medical Branch. 


The Medical Branch of this Depart- 
ment gives the special after-care that sol- 
diers who have suffered through war 
service need. 


On his return to Canada the invalided 
or wounded soldier is treated in military 
hospitals. If the Medical Board decides 
that his case requires extended treatment 
in certain diseases, he is discharged from 
the army and comes under the care of 
this Department. 


The Medical Branch then provides 
free medical and surgical treatment; 

—free artificial limbs and special boots 
for deformed feet; 


—free surgical appliances, eyeglasses, 
etc.; 


—free dental treatment. 


At present this service is available not 
only on the soldier’s discharge from the 
army, but whenever he becomes il! again 
on account of disease or wounds due to 
war service. 


The Vocational “Re-Training” Branch. 


Some soldiers have so suffered on war 
service that they are prevented from 
working at the trade or occupation the 
followed before enlisting. This branc 
of the Department arranges for such men 


To help in this three-fold service the Department of Soldiers’ Civil 


free re-training in some trade or occupa- 


tion.

While undergoing medical or surgical 
treatment in the hospitals of the Depart- 
ment, or “Re-Training,”’ the soldier re- 
ceives pay, and his family and depen- 
dents are granted adequate allowances. 


Information and Service Branch. 


This branch of the Department has 
been organized recently to give special 
service to the demobilized soldier. 

This branch first comes into contact 
with the soldier in France and England. 
Here it finds out the soldier’s previous 
experience, the employment he now pre- 
fers to take up, and the locality in which 
he intends to settle. 

Representatives of the Department 
keep in constant touch with returning 
soldiers before they reach Canada to let 
the men know just what the country is 
prepared to do for them, to advise them, 
and to give them information. 

This service will be extended through- 
out Canada and by means of it the 
returned soldier will be placed in touch 
with Government Employment Offices, 
where details of existing opportunities 
for employment are available. 

The representatives of the Department 
will themselves be returned men—those 
who can sppresiate the soldier’s problem. 

The work these branches do will be 
described more fully in later announce- 
ments.

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Jos. Campbell Sentenced to be 


Hanged on April 23rd Next ; 
Leave is Granted for Appeal! CLUB TONIGHT 


Condemned Man Makes Fifteen Minute Address to Judge 
Before Sentence is Pronounced—Second Trial For the 


Murder of Constable Beevers is Now in Progress 


Death by hanging, the supreme 
penalty of the law, was imposed upon 
Joseph Arthur Campbell, found guilty 
of the murder of Samuel Zappler, by 
Mr, Justice Walsh, in the supreme 
criminal court Wednesday morning. 
It was not,without feelings of emo- 
tion that nfs lordship pronounced the 
final word and there was an evident 
break in the voice as he concluded 
with the customary words in such 
cases, ‘May the Lord have meroy on 
your soul." 

Campbell is condemned to be hang- 
ed at Fort Saskatchewan on April 28, 
provided the appeal applied for does 
not alter the decision of the court. 

The prisoner at the bar, pale, but 
e@tanding erect and apparently unmovy- 
ed, received his final doom in the 
quiet attitude which has characteriz- 
ed him throughout the trial. 


Applies for Appeal. 

Before Mr, Justice Walsh gave 
sentence, J. M. MacDonald made ap- 
plication that his lordship grant him 
the privilege of appealing the case 
on the specific grounds, that, in this 
case there had been evidence on the 
Beevers murder case put in as evid- 
ence in the Zappler case. This he 
did not consider fair to the accused 
and asked for the privilege of car- 
rying the decision of the jury to the 
appellate court. 

Judge’s Opinion. 

“I have no doubt in my own mind 
about the admissibility of that evid- 
ence,” said Mr. Justice Walsh in re- 
ply to the request, “and all precedents 
are against allowing a stated case. 
However, knowing the difficulties In 
the way of the accused of getting to 
the appellate division without my 
giving a reserved case I grant the 
request, and more than that, I will 
do all in my power to facilitate his 
getting to the appellate court and I 
will see that his sentence is not put 
into execution until the appellate di- 
vision has had the matter finally de- 
cided."’ 

Condemned Mar. Speaks. 

The prisoner was then given an op- 
portunity to give reasons, if he had 
any, why the supreme penaity of the 
law should not be imposed upon him 
and addressed the court in a calm 
and even voice. He charged the 
crown with not having brought out 
ell the evidence there was and eaid 
the judge had not brought all the 
evidence in his favor to the attention 
of the jury before they retired. 

“Your lordship,” said Campbell, 
“there are a number of little things to 
which I should like to call your at- 
tention. They are mere bubbles, it is 
true, in the great mass of evidence ad- 
duced, but in the aggregate they are 
a mighty maes.” He referred parti- 
larly, to the evidence of Krause, and 
wtated that he may have done what 
an innocent man would, or his ac- 
tions may have been those of a man 
who was not innocent, but added that 
he would make no charges He re 
ferred against Campbell, is that he 
was passing at the time Zappler fell, 
whose testimony was that he heard 
Zappler say, “Krause was in the 
game." He referred to the evidence 
of Bessie Bloom, in which she said 
ehe felt something hard in Zappler's 
pocket when she rode with him in 
the car, and she got a very rude and 
evasive reply when she asked what 
it was All these things, Campbell 
said, had been passed over in silence, 
to his detriment.. 

The Judge's Sentenco, 

Mr. Justice Walsh, after lstening 
to Campbell's plea, which lasted for 
fifteen minutes, then said: 

“Under our law the judge who pre- 
sides has no choice of the penalty.he 
is to imypose. That penalty is death. 
I have no power to modify that sen- 
tence, even if I would. It may perhaps 
be, that the appelate division will rec- 
tify the matters of which you com- 
plain. They may possibly order a new 
trial. The last thing I would desire 
{fs that a man should unjustly go to 
his death. If that appeal fails, the 
entire evidence will go before the gov-| 
ornor-general {n council and they will 
peruse it carefully. It will receive 
most careful and conscienuous consid- 
eration, and if death should not be In- 
flicted, the royal prerogative will be 
exercised. 

“IT am not desirous of raising hope 
or of denying hope, but I advise you 
in the meantime to prepare yourseif 
for execution.” 


Second Case Begun, 

The second charge of murder pre- 
ferred against Campbell, in that he 
aid shoot and kil! Constable Beevers, 
was then proceeded with, and the first 
witness, Curly Krause, took the stand.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN 


The thirty-seventh annual congre- 
gational meeting of the Firet Pres- 
byterian church was held in the lec- 
ture room of the church on Wednes- 


day evening, when reports from the 
various departments of the congrega- 
tion showed that the church's activi- 
ties had been maintained itn a high 
state of efficiency during the year 1818, 

The meeting, which was largely at- 
tended by members of the congrega- 
tion, was presided over by K. W. Mc- 
Kenzie. The report of the session was 
spoken to by Dr. McQueen, pastor of 
the church, in which due mention was 
made of crisis through which mem- 
bers of the congregation had passed 
during the four years of war and the 
outlook for the future. In the great 
forward reconstruction movement the 
Sympathetic interest and earnest co- 
operation of the members of the 
church were solicited by the 6ession. 
Touching the epiritual side of the 
church's life, it was noted that during 
the year 69 members had been added 
and the membership roll now stands 
at something over a thousand, 

The financial report submitted by 
the managers gave a balance at the 
bank after the church's current ex- 
penses had been met for the year and 
the assets over the liabilities amounted 
to $172,860.43. Contributions received 
from all organizations during the year 
amounted to the handsome 6um of 
$19,456.31. 

The work of the Sunday schools, the 
Missionary society and the Ladies’ Ald 
was not only maintained during the 
strenuous year of war and influenza, 
but made noticeable progress as the 
reports would indicate and in al! these 
organizations a forward movement 
was determined upon for the year 
1919. 

Women on Management 

The subject of the election of ad- 
ditional members to the board of 
management brought out consider- 
able discussion as to the service of 
women members on the board. R. HE. 
Digkson ied the way by suggesting 
that since the ladies had rendered so 
effective service during the war and 
always in connection with the church, 
they should be entitled to representa- 
tion on the managing board. 

T. J. Ross heartily agreed with the 
former speaker but eaid that that very 
matter was before the general assem- 
bly of the church and as no provision 
had yet been made by that legislative

WINTER FISH 
_ BUSINESS ON 
_ PRE-WAR BASIS 


| Advices Cancelling the Western 
Lakes Fish Regulation Re- 
ceived by Food Board 


The Alberta office of the Canada 
food board received advices Wednes- 
|day of the cancellation of the west- 
ern lakes fish order. This measure 
was designed to increase the produc- 
tion of western lakes winter caught 
fish, and to make available a substi- 
tute for beef at a reasonable price. 
As applying to Alberta, the order pro- 
vided that the maximum price for 
| whitefish and trout to be paid by pro- 
| ducing companies to the actual fisher- 
imen, should not exceed elght cents 
}per pound delivered at the nearest 


|rail shipping point. It also restricted 
the spread of the producing com 
panies to one cent, per pound, and 
wholegale dealers to two cents per 


pound over the actual price paid the 
fishermen plus railway charges 

and the winter fish business is again 
on the pre-war basis. | 
The removal of the restrictions on) 
meats of all kinds, together with the 
unusually mild winter, which has 
added greatly to the difficulties of the 
industry in the matter of transporta- 
tion from the lakes ata distance from 
a railway, are the chief reasons for 
cancelling the order. 

Under the order Canadian demands 
jhad to be filled before any exporting 
was permitted. With the cancellation 
of the order, the American market Is 
again thrown open to the companies 
and fishermen engaged in the busi- 
ness.

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The Price of Hogs 


The Toronto Globe publishes in 
its Ottawa despatches a statement 
that it has been decided as a re- 
sult of the conference between 
representatives of the packing 
companies and the Government to 
send a commissioner to England 
especially empowered to deal with 
the question of the embargo on 
bacon and other products being 
imported into Great Britain and 
Wrance. 

The despatch continues: 

Although the British Isles and 
France may be overstocked, it is 
known that other European coun- 
tries are far from being in that 
happy position. It is hoped that the 
peace conference may arrive at 
conclusions quickly which will per- 
mit of arrangements being made to 
turn the surplus on this side and in 
Yreat Britain to those countries 
where it is needed. 

As crises are bound to occur be- 
fore permanent international rela- 
tions are fixed, it is hoped that tem- 
porary measures may be taken to 
meet emergencies as they arise. If 
the tide of relief were turned into 
countries that need it, under sulta- 
ble guarantees for future payment, 
there would be corresponding im- 
provement in the situation here. 
This will be one of the points which 
Canada's representatives will have 
to urge at the peace conference. 
That is to say, while the Cana- 

dian farmer was being adjured by 
every plea of patriotism to save 
the Empire by raising more hogs, 
Britain and France had accumu- 
lated such a surplus of hog prod- 
ucts that they have found it nec- 
essary or advisable to put an em- 
bargo on further shipments of 
Canadian bacon.

The Manufacturers Demand 


The general manager of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation has issued a statement to the 
press in reply to the demand of 
western organizations for a down- 
ward revision of the tariff. His 
plea is that the question of revi- 
sion should be left until the era of 
reconstruction has been passed. 
The plea is based upon the patri- 
otie reeord of the manufacturers 
in turning their factories into mu- 
nition plants and producing shells 
and other requisites necessary to 
the conduct of the war. 

That claim to gratitude is dis- 
counted by the fact that the man- 
ufacturers were well paid for 
abandoning peace time production 
and turning their factories into 
war munitions. War contracts 
were gold mines for the Canadian 
manufacturer. The annual state- 
ments of industrial concerns have 
demonstrated that, beyond possi- 


bility of doubt or need of illustra. | 


tion. 
The main argument offered for 


delay in revising the tariff is that 
the country needs all the revenue 
it can get, that it has been draw- 
ing revenue very largely from the 
war time tariff, and that to reduce 
this would eut down the national 
income, complicate finances and 
handicap the process of recon- 
struction.

Do the people of Edmonton want 
honesty and efficiency in police 
administration? If they do they 
must deal honestly and fairly with 
those whom they employ in the re- 
sponsible and onerous duties of 
law enforcement. To demand that 
a chief of police be dismissed with- 
out specific accusation against 
him, much less proof of wrong do- 
ing, is not the way to secure loyal 
and efficient service from his sue- 
cessor, if the demand for dismissal 
were to prevail. Attempting to 
stampede public opinion by writ- 
ing letters to the press and secur- 
ing the passage of condemnatory 
resolutions unsupported by facts, 
is the best way in the world to 
hand the city over to the influ- 
ences that controlled it in 1914. 

It is everybody's privilege to 
find fault. And nothing in this 
world is so perfect that fault 
cannot be found with it. But 
those who hold positions of lead- 
ership in regard to the publie 
thought are responsible to those 
who follow them that they do not 
mislead. Leaders in church and 
social work should not find fault 
lightly, nor in any case except for

Other resolutions in brief were

| WAR WIDOWS 
NOT ELIGIBLE 
FOR GRATUITY 


| Militia Department at Ottawa 
Has Issued Denial of News- 
paper Rumor 


There is absolutely no truth in the 
statement appearing in certain news- 
papers that the war service gratuity | 
payable to men of the C.E.F. on retire- | 
ment or discharge will also be paid to 
war widows, dependents and the next- 
of-kin of soldiers killed in action or 
who died of wounds. An official de- 
nial of this statement has’ been issued | 
| by the militia department, and at the 
same time it was pointed out that 
the order-in-council makes no pro- 
vision of this nature. The next-of-k!in 
of deceased soldiers are provided for 
under the pensions regulations, 

The order-in-counc!] does, however, 
make provision for payment of the 
gratuity to the dependents of a soldier 
who dies subsequently to his discharge 
or retirement, and before he or his 
dependents have received any part of 
the whole of the gratuity. It states 
that if there survive him dependents | 
who have been entitled to separation | 
allowance the portion of the gratuity 
unpaid at the time of his th shall 
be payable to such dependents, 

In the case of a soldier who has no 
dependents entitled to separatiog al- 
lowance and who dies subsequent to 
discharge before receiving any or all 
of the gratuity @he portion of the gra- 
tulty unpaid at the time of his death 
shall not become payable
